The reply filed 5/3 1/2005 is not fully responsive to the Office communication mailed 4/26/2005 for the reason(s) set forth 
below or on the attached Notice To Comply With The Sequence Rules or CRF Diskette Problem Report 

Regarding SEQ. ID. NO. 7, the amino acid sequence listed underneath the nucleic acid sequence in the area of nucleic acid 
3494 does not represent the amino acid sequence listed at said position in the sequence listing as originally filed or the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID. No. 32 which discloses said sequence. While the nucleic acid sequence now ends in TGA, it still does not have 
the correct amino acid sequence underneath for the reason listed above. The problem sequence extends at least to the amino acid 
sequence under nucleic acids ending in nucleic acid 3828. 

Also it is noted that claims 7-9 refer to "amino acid sequences" wherein the sequence ID NOs referred to are actually 
nucleic acid sequences.
